DR. WEBB 
RETIRES 

the end of an era

Dr. Randall Webb's history 
at Northwestern State University 
started long before he became 
president. The former center 
for the Demon football team and 
1965 graduate served as dean of 
instruction and graduate studies 
and a professor of mathematics after 
his return to Natchitoches in 1989. 
Webb was later named president of 
the college in 1996. 

Webb brought NSU to 
new levels. Under his reign, 
Northwestern has seen an increase 
in enrollment and retention, more 
high school leaders and scholars 
enrolled at NSU, an increase in the 
Demon Athletic program, a dramatic 
increase in external funding and 
Northwestern's electronic education 
has taken the spot as the most 
extensive in the state. 

"He isn't just a figure head," 
said senior Karalee Scouten. "He's 
involved and actually cares about 
the students." Always seen with 
a warm smile, Webb has been 
described as supportive and 
involved by Northwestern students. 



Student Activities Board 
President Alayni Guidry recalls her 
best memory of Webb when she was 
presented as Homecoming Queen 
in 2013. "He walked me down the 
field and gave me my roses; it's 
something I'll never forget," said 
Guidry. 

Another fond memory 
comes from Student Government 
Association President Kyla Winey. 
"Right before he announced his 
retirement, Dr. Webb came into my 
office and really talked to me. 
It made me feel like I was more than 
just any student on campus," said 
Winey. "I knew he was speaking 
from the heart." 

As the face of Northwestern 
State University changes, 
students both past and present 
will remember Dr. Webb's 
many accomplishments for the 
advancement of the college, as well 
as his dedication to upholding the 
traditions of NSU.

Dr. James Henderson, a NSU alumnus, 
was named the 18 th President of 
Northwestern State University and 
began his leadership term Jan. 1 . 
Henderson was the editor-in-chief of 
the Current Sauce as a student as well 
as a senator on Student Government 
Association (SGA). Henderson is 
best known around campus for his 
advanced use of social media and his 
commitment to hear the students and 
faculty. Northwestern is not only Dr. 
Henderson's alma mater, it's now his 
home. 







You were the editor-in-chief of 
the Current Sauce when you were 
a student here. What changes in 
student media have you seen since 
you were a student? 

Henderson: It's infinitely better. 
When we were students, everything 
was manual. We developed our own 
pictures and manually laid everything 
out. It was all a very manual process. 
Then you add to this fact that we were 
immature students whose goals were to 
create controversy! Student media has 
improved drastically since I was here. 

How has NSU changed from when 
you were a student to now? 

Henderson: The world has changed 
becauseoftechnologyandNorthwestern 
has been at the forefront when it comes 
to using it. It's a constant effort. 

In other ways, Northwestern hasn't 
changed at all. I see some of the same 
interactions going on between students 
that happened when I was a student. It 
has the same feel that it has probably had 
for the past 130 years. It's refreshing to 
be back home. 




Were you involved with any other 
organizations when you were a 
student? 

Henderson: For a brief time I was 
a senator in SGA. I was there when 
we passed the resolution "Naming 
Nirvana," the official band of 
Northwestern! It was a very important 
decision at NSU. I was there when we 
honored Vic the Demon for beating up, 
at the time, the NLU Indian mascot at 
a football game. As you can tell, we 
made very important decisions! 

What are some short-term and long- 
term goals you have for NSU? 

Henderson: My short-term goal is 
definitely to get a feel for the culture 
and get an understanding of the people. 
My long-term goal is understanding 
what changes need to be made and 
what needs to be amplified to position 
us to become the premiere regional 
university in the country. That's the 
goal. 

It starts with ensuring that students have 
a quality of student life that's second to 
none. 



What's your strategy to stay 
connected with the students? 

Henderson: I love social media. It 
allows you to connect with people 
in ways you never could before. 
Everything we are doing right now is 
a foundation for even more integrated 
communication. 

The energy I get from interacting 
with students is indescribable. I've 
learned over the past 20 years the 
transformative impact communication 
can have on students. I see students 
when they first come in to college a 
little lost and uncertain. Then I see the 
same student walking across the stage 
to get their diploma. They are walking 
with confidence. They are empowered 
to take charge of their economic future. 

Is there anything you'd like to say to 
the students? 

Henderson: Don't hesitate to visit 
with me on campus or on social media. 
Whether it's just to say "Hi," or even to 
bring up an issue you're having. 

It's also not just me; we have an entire 
team devoted to ensuring that students 
have an experience unlike any other 
university in the country. Reach out and 
let us know if you need help or if you 
see an area that needs improvement, 
or even if it's just to say "thank you." 
The entire staff and faculty here at 
Northwestern are tremendous. They are 
also here to help the students.

NSU STUDENTS BATTLE BIGOTRY 

ON CAMPUS

"You students wouldn't know 
the love of God if it hit you in the face 
with a Bible preaching," said evangelist 
Chris LePelly of Tyler, Texas. "Love 
is not holding hands. Love is not a 
French kiss. Love is not a one night 
stand. Love is not an orgasm. Love is 
the fulfilling of the law of God, which 
just goes to show that there's not a 
lot of love for God on this campus." 

Calling students to repent, 
the Consuming Fire Fellowship from 
Woodville Miss., took their message 
of hellfire and damnation to the 
Northwestern campus Monday, Dec. 15. 

On her way to class, Brooke 
Stanley was asked if she was on their 
list of sinful actions, including "tattoo 
getters, jewelry worshippers, lukewarm 
hypocrites, dirty dancers and money 
hungry career pursuers." Pressed for 
time during finals week Stanley replied, 
"Probably." She kept walking as they 
vehemently condemned her to hell. "I 
don't agree with what they are doing," 
she said. "Preaching hate on campus is 
wrong and disgusting. There should be 
a limit to what they can do on campus." 

Kimberly Mosier, a mass 
communication major intent on 
attending seminary, was also asked 
if she was on their list. She replied, 
"I am a Christian and I confess my 
sins and I am not on your list. I 
understand what you're saying and 
preaching, but during Christmas 
season and finals it's not the time." 

She tried to reason with the 
evangelists, quoting Ecclesiastes 3:1, 
which states that there is a time for 
everything. They would not listen as 
she pleaded to show them the scripture 
in the Bible they were waving inches 
from students' faces, but they refused. 

The four men were only 
interestedinyellingatpassersbytorepent. 



"Unless you repent you shall parish. 
All men must repent," said LePelly. 

His mission was to spread fear 
across the campus by preaching the 
bible and calling college students to 
repent. While conducting an interview, 
LePelly called the lifestyle editor at 
the Natchitoches Times a jezebel for 
pursuing a career and not "staying 
in the kitchen where she belongs." 

NSU was the 51st campus the 
evangelists visited this year. LePelly 
accused every passing student of 
being "damned to hell" and said 
he assumed that the "shorty short 
wearing, rap music listening, potty 
mouths" will be consumed in fire. 

He believes the Bible 
should only be interpreted in the 
way his church interpreted it and 
all other interpretations are wrong 
and will land the interpreter in hell. 

Evangelist Micah Williams 
wasn ' t worried that their harsh criticisms 
would stress students out during finals 
because they should be more stressed 
over their condemned souls he said. 

As word spread of the 
evangelists' presence, students 
gathered to counter protest. 
An organizer of the peaceful protest, 
Quinn Bowermeister said, "I saw 
this as an opportunity to show NSU 
and LSMSA students that what was 
being preached by the gentlemen on 
campus shouldn't be taken as truth. As 
a homosexual woman, I am still very 
much a Catholic Christian. My sign 
said, 6 My God loves ALL, ' meaning that 
no matter your race, religion, cultural 
background, orientation, gender, or 
occupation, God is going to love you. 
It's so important to make sure that young 
members of the LGBTQ community 
are shown love and acceptance by 
their peers. There are too many young 



men and women taking their own lives 
because of hatred spread by people like 
the men on campus today. I chose to 
speak out today because we had to do 
something to show them that love is 
universal and their hate on our campus 
would be met with nothing less than 
all the love we had to show them." 

Faithful Demons made their 
own posters marked with phrases 
including "God loves you no matter 
what," "God is love," "We love 
you" and "My God loves all." 

One message the Fellowship 
spread to the students said that 
women should not be athletes because 
that's not what God intended. Emily 
Deen asked the men to elaborate 
on their statement as many female 
students at NSU possess great athletic 
abilities. After confronting the men 
with her questions she was ignored. 

"NSU is full of caring, concerned 
students who oppose the slander of 
themselves and their peers, and will 
rally to show each other support. I heard 
many people talking with these men 
today, using both reason and passion 
to show their distaste," said Dean. "I 
appreciate the NSU officials and police 
for escorting these terrorists off campus 
today. I understand they couldn't be 
forcibly removed from campus because 
of free speech rights, but giving them a 
time limit and then escorting them off 
campus was a favorable compromise." 

Students fought the visitors 
with messages of love as they encircled 
the evangelists and held hands chanting 
"Fork um Demons." The Consuming 
Fire Fellowship knew the fight was 
over when the air filled with the Demon 
Fight Song.

NSU goes tobacco free

The new Tobacco-Free Policy 
became a subject of controversy and 
debate among NSU students and 
faculty after its implementation on 
Aug. 1, 2014, forever altering the 
campus landscape by prohibiting 
the use of all tobacco products and 
e-cigarettes on university grounds. 

Gone were the days of taking 
smoke breaks outside Kyser Hall or 
congregating outside the Creative 
and Performing Arts Building for a 
smoke after practice. For some, this 
meant not having to run into a cloud 
of smoke between classes. For others, 
however, it meant a complete change 
of lifestyle. 

The state legislature passed a 
law in 2013 requiring every college 
in Louisiana to enforce a smoke-free 
policy starting the fall semester of 
2014. Each college had the option of 
developing a tobacco-free policy as 
well, and NSU administration chose to 
go tobacco-free, tagging e-cigarettes 
and chewing tobacco onto the list 
of products prohibited by the state's 
smoke-free law. 

Sophomore Laci Parker felt 
that the university had overstepped its 
boundaries. 

"I think that banning actual 
cigarettes is fine, but banning e-cigs. . . 
that doesn't seem fair to me." Parker 
said it seemed unfair that e-cigarettes 
were made for public places but were 
illegal on university grounds. 

Vice President for University 
Affairs Marcus Jones said the 
university's choice to go tobacco-free 
was made for a number of reasons. He 
explained that the state's smoke-free 



law was designed to promote health 
and wellness for the entire campus, 
including users, and that NSU chose 
to take it a step further by banning 
e-cigarettes and chewing tobacco 
primarily for consistency. 

He said that the university 
chose to ban e-cigarettes in a 
"proactive" move which anticipated 
the effects of current research 
concerning their health risks. 

Jones added that a major factor 
in the administration's decision was 
the fact that the NCAA prohibited 
tobacco use among athletes and 
coaches during all practices and 
competitions. The administration 
decided to make the tobacco-free 
policy uniform throughout campus. 

He purposefully asked certain 
faculty who smoked to be a part of the 
committee in order to get feedback on 
these issues. 

Jones said that the state would 
provide smokers and tobacco-users 
with resources to help them quit if 
they chose to do so. Some faculty 
members at NSU did use the new 
policy as motivation to quit smoking. 
Phil Kidd, tech director for the theater 
department, said he used Aug. 1 as his 
"quit day." 

"I think any long-time smoker 
knows that they should," he said. "I 
spend most of my time on campus, 
so I may as well use that as my 
opportunity." 

Scholars' College Director 
William Housel hadn't been smoking 
at home and was working on quitting 
completely. He said that through the 
new law, he was trying "to summon 



his courage" and stop altogether. 

Others, like Scholars' College 
Administrative Coordinator Rhonda 
Wood did not view the new policy as 
an opportunity for change, but as an 
unjustified intrusion of the state and 
the university into what should be a 
personal decision. 

Wood had to significantly alter 
her routine after the law was put in 
effect Aug. 1 . She had to leave campus 
during the day in order to smoke, 
and she sympathized with students 
required to live on campus. 

Junior Heidi Neubig said that 
although she didn't smoke, she liked 
knowing that she had the freedom 
to smoke. She felt the previous law, 
which required people to smoke at 
least 25-feet away from university 
buildings, was sufficient. She also said 
that she expected avid smokers to find 
a way around the law. 

"The police will try to enforce 
it, but I'm not sure how effective 
it'll be," she said. "They can't be 
everywhere at once." 

Detective Doug Prescott of 
the University Police said that officers 
would write citations, but that he 
expected many people to skirt the 
rules. 

Whether students and faculty 
adopted it as a health and wellness 
initiative for their own lives or viewed 
it as an invasion of personal freedom, 
everyone had something to say about 
NSU's tobacco-free law, and no one 
was left untouched by its influence.

The 
two-day event was filled with activities, 
such as the Connectors' welcome 
dance, campus tours and the always 
competitive "Freshmen Follies" in 
which the winner claimed the coveted 
Freshmen Follies Champion T-shirt. 

Mason Roark, freshman 
biology major, said that his favorite 
part of Freshmen Connection was, 
"After winning the Freshmen Follies, I 
was able to wear the follies T-shirt with 
Demon Pride." 

The various games and other 
activities that the freshmen participated 



in were geared towards either meeting 
new friends or getting ready for life 
on the NSU campus. The fast-paced 
crash course in student life also gave 
future students a brief history of NSU 
and the traditions that are involved with 
everyday life as a Demon. 

Students stayed in the dorms, 
ate in the cafeteria and enjoyed the all- 
inclusive "Demon Lifestyle" for the 
few days they were at connection. 

Freshmen Connection could not 
have taken place without the dedication, 
support and the fiery personalities of all 
of the Freshmen Connectors. 

"I just really tried to get them 
excited and ready for the connection and 
more importantly, their freshman year," 
said Miranda Degraw, sophomore 
psychology major, "I tried to encourage 
them to be involved in all of the great 
organizations around campus." 

The connectors attended several 
workshops, a semester-long class 
and had to attend all three separate 
orientations.

The 
tradition began on March 1 , 2005, a year 
after Waddell's death. NSU athletes 
dedicate this day to community service 
projects in honor of a fallen athlete. 
Last academic year, the Demon athletic 
department dedicated over 6,000 hours 
to community service in Waddell's 
honor. 



"We can't turn away from being 
engaged to our fellow man," Ireland 
said. The tradition of Waddell Days 
shows the Demon athletes' respect for 
the memory of Chris Waddell and that 
NSU is about more than sports, it is 
about community. 

"Traditions are what elevate us 
because they honor the best of the past, 
they bring pride to the institution and 
they imbue the new and young faculty, 
staff and students with Northwestern 
State University tries and aspires to 
be," Ireland said.

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What's happening? 



Yik Yak is the name of the 
latest app released on the App Store. 
According to TechCrunch, the app has 
reached 100,000 users in the past three 
months and its popularity just keeps 
growing. Yik Yak is an app for users to 
post anonymous opinions for anyone 
in the area to see. It is essentially a 
bulletin board, displaying messages 
from anyone who takes the time to 
write a message, to be seen by others 
and shared around campus. 

This app has really launched 
in school, mostly university, settings. 
With more than 15,000 messages 
going up each day, students are 
having no problem thinking of 
anonymous comments to post. Most 
of the comments involve personal 
opinions on professors, classes, and in 
bad situations, fellow students. Like 
most anonymous blogs, many people 
take it as a chance to put thoughts 
out that they would not normally say 
to someone in person. This creates 
problems as it becomes cyber-bullying. 
The NoBullying campaign reported 
the dangers of this app as the city of 
Chicago blocked students of all ages 
from using Yik Yak. Many other schools 
around the U.S. have also disconnected 
access to the server while on campus as 



it violates anti-bullying rules. However, 
people find ways to keep on posting. 

Since being created, the app 
has been able to craft a type of privacy 
setting. At NSU specifically, the app 
does not open when in the vicinity of 
an elementary or high school close to 
campus. Yik Yak is able to record your 
general location, therefore when you 
are in the area of a school, the screen 
will say, "You appear to be using this 
too close to a school. Yik Yak is for 
adults only." 

The adults of the world, who 
cannot be protected by this feature, 
scroll up and down to see either useful 
information regarding NSU events, 
"Make sure y'all come out to Lip 
Sync tomorrow at AA Fredricks;" or 
anonymous fashion tips, 'To the girl 
with the crop top, you are supposed 
to wear pants, not leggings!!;" or just 
a kind message to get through the day, 
"Halfway through the week, keep your 
head up everyone!". Not every message 
shines a negative light on the students 
at NSU, however, some comments can 
be harsh at times. 

Dr. Keith Ablow of the Fox 
News Medical A-Team reported, "Yik 
Yak can turn a school into a virtual 
chat room where everyone can post 



his or her comments anonymously." 
The app is free for anyone to download 
and for anyone to post a comment. 
Ablow continued, "Untruthful, mean, 
character-assassinating short messages 
are seen by all users in a specific 
geographic area." 

Yik Yak works by allowing 
students to leave comments at any 
time of the day, for anyone to see. The 
app shows a list of all the comments 
that have been sent in your location 
in three hours. Once the comment 
has been visible for three hours, it is 
deleted from the history on the page. 
However, the comments are ranked 
by readers and either receive an "up" 
arrow, or a "down" arrow. These 
symbols essentially stand for a like or 
dislike to the comment. If five or more 
dislikes are displayed on a comment, 
it is automatically deleted. Comments 
happen so quickly that some responses 
take seconds to reply. 

As one anonymous student 
posted, "I love how Yik Yak is giving 
some of you the courage you never had 
to talk about people."

Students 
and Natchitoches residents came 
out to enjoy a weekend of outdoor 
festivities and music. Two stages 
were set up featuring a range of 
local bands and student acts as well 
as nationally recognized bands. 
The headliner, Of Montreal, is a 
nationally renowned group that has 
played multiple festivals across the 
country. 

"When I was presented with 
a list of bands that were within 
our budget, I saw Of Montreal and 
I thought, there's no question; we 
have to get them," KNWD General 
Manager Daniel Thiels said. 

A few other bands that were 
featured at the festival include: 



Peanut Butter Lovesicle, England 
in 1819, Sea Wolf Mutiny, and 
Shreveport natives, Engine. The kind 
of planning that goes into organizing 
an event like this is rather extensive, 
according to KNWD Musical Director 
Paxton Britt. 

"Planning started for Demon 
Fest within the first two weeks of 
the fall semester. The first thing we 
did was create the logo and it went 
from there," Britt said. 

Many students who were 
not involved directly with the staff 
worked as volunteers to help make 
the festival run smoothly. They 
helped in painting banners for the 
stages, making and putting up fliers, 
stage managing, working the ticket 
booth and working vendor tables. 

The festival kicked off Friday 
night with a DJ booth and activities 
set up to get everyone pumped for 
the next day. Saturday showcased 
student artists, as well as a number 
of bands throughout the day and 
closed with Of Montreal. 



Thiels explained that the 
staff is working to make Demon Fest 
bigger and better every year. 

"I think the music scene in 
Natchitoches and on campus has the 
potential to grow. I really hope that 
these festivals turn into a tradition 
that grows and grows," Thiels said. 

The unique thing about 
KNWD and their shows is that 
students get to experience an 
intimate setting, while seeing all 
types of performers. From rock to 
punk, hip-hop to reggae, KNWD has 
it all. Students can listen to KNWD 
by tuning into 91.7 FM. However, to 
get the full effect of what this station 
has to offer, one should attend the 
festivals and shows hosted right 
here on NSU's campus. 

The station is located on the 
first floor of Kyser Hall where the 
radio's staff of student employees 
work many hours each week with 
the goal to serve as an excellent 
source of media for the students. 
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Previously known as Up til' 
Dawn, Unite to Fight is a fundraising 
organization for St. Jude Children's 
Research Hospital. Unite to Fight has 
been on campus for seven years and 
currently is the largest fundraising 
event, raising over $100,000 for St. 
Jude in the past five years. 

"We typically hold two smaller 
events called 'Awareness Week' in 
both the fall and spring to make the 
students at NSU aware of who we 
are and why we are on campus," said 
junior logistics chairperson of Unite 
to Fight, Katelon Ramos. "Awareness 
weeks consist of fundraisers at Raising 
Cane's and Chili's, where a certain 
percentage of the total for the evening 
goes to St. Jude. We also do Chunk 
Your Change events where volunteers, 
executive board members and SAB 
members stand at the Caspari stoplight 



corners and collect change from 
passerbys." 

This year Unite to Fight held 
separate letter- writing events. Students 
were asked to write at least 25 letters 
to family, friends, etc. and mail the 
letters out in hopes of raising money 
for St. Jude. 

"Writing these letters helps us 
get the bulk of the money we raise and 
allows for Unite to Fight as a whole 
to raise more money for St. Jude," 
Ramos said. 

Each spring, Unite to Fight 
holds a large event on campus. The 
student body voted on a Harry Potter 
theme for the event. During the spring 
event, Unite to Fight provides food, 
games and a station for participants 
to write well wishes to patients at 
St. Jude. Patients from St. Jude are 
welcomed to the event to tell their 



stories. 

"We want the event to be 
enjoyable, but we also want it to be 
a time where the students can learn 
about childhood cancer," Ramos 
said. "We want students to be able to 
see why we put so much effort and 
emphasis on raising money for this 
hospital." 

Although the organization has 
a new name, the same purpose and 
drive the organization prides itself on 
remain.

Anyone can join the 
tailgate for $5 per game, and Alumni 
Association members get to tailgate for 
free. 

Tailgating at NSU may seem 
small compared to larger schools, 
but it offers something that can't be 
found on any other college campus. 
The camaraderie and atmosphere in 
Natchitoches cannot be recreated and 
it's a great way to kick off football at 
Turpin Stadium. 



It had been 20 years since 
Northwestern State University's 
football team matched up against 
Louisiana Tech. The renewed rivalry is 
one of the longest standing rivalries in 
college football. It all began in 1907. 
This game marked the 78 th time the 
Demons and Bulldogs had gone head 
to head. 

The whole week leading to the 
game, Demons were told stories, shown 
videos and heard testimonials of former 
players and Demon fanatics about the 
rich history of the "Wreck Tech" game. 

In previous years, this game 
was a state affair. NSU would close 
down the campus on Fridays so the 
faculty and students could make the 
trip to Shreveport for the "Rally in the 
Alley." The Rally in the Alley was a 
huge parade, which featured Bulldog 
and Demon bands, cheer squads and 
both teams parading down the streets 
of downtown Shreveport. 

In front of 26,000 fans at Joe 
Aillet Stadium, the Demons pulled off 
a miraculous upset with a 30-27 win 



over the Bulldogs. The Demons had 
a 20-point fourth quarter, which was 
capped by junior kicker Chris Moore 
and his 47-yard game winning field 
goal. The field goal won the game for 
the Demons, but they would not have 
been in that position if it were not for 
their resilient defense. 

Marion Chapman recovered 
a fumble with less than 3 minutes 
remaining that led to the game tying 
field goal. On the first play after the 
kick off, the Bulldogs ran a pass play 
that was deflected by Imoan Claiborne. 
Adam Jones made a clutch diving 
interception to give the Demons the 
ball on their own 49-yard line with 52 
seconds remaining. 

Senior quarterback Zach 
Adkins made two consecutive passes 
to Cody Jones before taking a 4-yard 
loss to move the ball to the middle of 
the field with 3 seconds remaining. 
The Bulldogs called a timeout to try 
to freeze the offense and kicker Chris 
Moore. That would not be enough as 
Moore bombed the kick through the 



uprights as time expired. The strong 
NSU cheering section erupted long past 
the game's end, celebrating with the 
Demon players and watching Bulldogs 
fans rush out of the stadium. 

The win caps the first for 
Northwestern State over an FBS 
opponent since 2005, ending a 17-game 
drought in those matchups. This was 
the first win over the Bulldogs since 
their 25-21 victory in 1979. 

Three Demons received three 
Southland honors, two state accolades 
and a national honor after the upset. 
Adam Jones was one of five players 
named College Sporting News FCS All- 
Stars, and was voted the Southland and 
Louisiana Sports Writers Association 
Defensive Player of the Week. Chris 
Moore notched Southland and LSWA 
Special Teams Player of the Week and 
Garrett Atzenweiler, after scoring two 
touchdowns and running for 66 yards, 
was named Southland's Offensive 
Player of the Week. 



The Demons headed to face 
their rivals, Stephen F. Austin, with a 
solid 6-5 record. Not only were the De- 
mons playing for the largest trophy in 
college football: Chief Caddo, but they 
were playing for a spot in the NCAA 
football playoffs. The Demons hadn't 
been to the playoffs since 2005. The 
dream was crushed when Stephen F. 
Austin kicker Jordan Wiggs kicked a 
41 -yard field goal as time expired. SFA 
would end up winning 27-24. 

The Chief Caddo trophy is 
the largest trophy in the history of the 
NCAA. The solid wooden chief stands 
at 7-feet 5-inches and weighs 330 
pounds. Although Chief Caddo will not 
be returning to NSU for the next year, 
the Demons were able to post a 29-12- 
2 record in the 50 times NSU and SFA 
have gone to battle. 

Northwestern State sophomore 
safely Adam Jones intercepted the ball 
at the Stephen F. Austin 46-yardline. 
With the game tied and 26 seconds 
left, the interception would seem to be 
the play of the year. After rolling on 
the ground for several seconds, Jones 
would look up and realize that the back 
judge threw a late flag and called pass 
interference on Jones. The controver- 
sial call ended the Demons' hopes of 
making the playoffs. 

Humbled and composed when 
asked about the play, Jones said that 
he thought it was a tough break. Sec- 
ond year head coach Jay Thomas gave 
praise to his team, speaking about their 
resiliency and the how the team did not 
want to give up during the game. 

The NSU football program 
has had great success with the arrival 
of Thomas and his staff. According to 
Thomas, the program is headed in the 
right direction. This season was only 
mere plays away from an eight or nine 
win season. The loss put the Demons at 
6-6 for the season. This is the first time 
since the 2003-2004 season that the 
Demons posted a .500 record or better 
in a two-year span.

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It was a rollercoaster season 
for the Demon football program. 
With many highs and lows, they 
played every game to the best of their 
abilities. 

From breaking multiple 
records, to winning close games 
against top ranked opponents like 
Louisiana Tech and Sam Houston 
State, the Demons managed to keep 
the spark. They finished at 6-6 in 
overall play for the second consecutive 
year, while going 4-4 in Southland 
Conference play. 

"Wreck Tech" is perhaps the 
most famous pair of words that will 
carry on for the next couple years, as 
the Demons did just that. The Demons 
started their season in Ruston with a 
huge chip on their shoulder visiting 
old time rival, Louisiana Tech. 

"We went into the fourth 



quarter with confidence because we 
knew they were scared," linebacker 
Christian Van Buren said. "We were a 
little nervous, but we didn't show it." 

The Demons left Tech in awe 
as they got in good field position to 
kick a 47-yard, game-winning field 
goal. The Demons prided themselves 
on their Purple Swarm defense, one 
that had carried them throughout the 
season fighting every battle. 

According to Van Buren, the 
Purple Swarm is "just a mindset" that 
the Demons have. It's based around 
them swarming to the ball aggressively 
every play. 

"We play with speed, tenacity, 
strength and toughness. We also play 
every down till the echo of the second 
whistle to make sure we get to the 
ball," Van Buren said. 

Offensively, the Demons 



managed to end the season strong, 
having multiple players break multiple 
records. Quarterback Zach Adkins 
left his mark at NSU, as he ended 
his career ranked in the top 10 in 
three National Collegiate Athletic 
Association stats and top 25 among 
the 119 Football Championship 
Subdivision teams in eight categories. 

"Our quarterback was a big 
part of our offense. He helped carry us 
and will be missed for next season," 
wide receiver Shakeir Ryan said. 

Ryan hopes that next season 
will be even better as he awaits the 
transition of a new quarterback to 
lead the offense. With many goals in 
mind, both Ryan and Van Buren say a 
stronger brotherhood in the off-season 
will account for more victories in the 
fall.

With hopes of making it to 
the National Basketball Association, 
Stewart stated that if it doesn't 
work out, he could always "use my 
education," making it onto the SLC

With the lost of Stewart and 
four other seniors, they are well 
equipped with the addition of three 
new transferees.

Northwestern State women's 
basketball is fresh off of its best 
season in a decade after a Southland 
Conference Tournament championship 
and appearance in the NCAA 
Tournament.

First Team All-Louisiana 
forward Trudy Armstead, who was 
also named the Most Valuable Player 
in the Conference Tournament, led the 
Lady Demons.

While most students were 
at home enjoying Thanksgiving 
break, the Northwestern State 
University Lady Demon volleyball 
team was winning their first ever 
Southland Conference Tournament 
championship. 

Prior to the championship 
match, the Lady Demons defeated 
Sam Houston State and the No. 1 
ranked Stephen F. Austin Ladyjacks. 

The NSU Demons (16-16) 
defeated the University of Central 
Arkansas Bears (20-12) in only three 
sets (25-23, 25-18, 25-17) to claim the 
title of champions. 

"We knew going in that we had 
to play our best volleyball game of 
the year on three consecutive days to 
win the whole thing," Assistant Coach 
Zach Weinberg said. 

"We played three very good 
teams, of which we were a combined 
1-4 against in the regular season, so 
the level of play that we put out on 
the court was some of our best this 
season," Weinberg said. 



NSU senior Mackenzie Neely 
was named the tournament's Most 
Valuable Player. Neely had 32 kills 
and 10 blocks combined in the three 
games. 

In the championship match, 
Neely had nine kills and four blocks. 
Junior Caiti O'Connell, who took a 
redshirt, added eight blocks of her 
own. Junior Glynna Johnson led the 
team in blocks with five and added 
seven kills as well. 

Lady Demon's senior setter 
Emily Johnson finished with 16 
assists in the final game. "Winning the 
tournament was definitely something 
that felt great after working for this for 
four years now," Johnson said. 

"It made it especially sweet to 
come out of a rough season and win 
it when most of the conference didn't 
think we could," Johnson said. 

Winning the Southland 
Conference Tournament 
Championship gave the Lady Demons 
an automatic bid to play in the NCAA 
Volleyball Tournament. The Demons 



traveled to Austin, Texas, to take on 
the Texas Longhorns (23-2) who were 
ranked nationally at the number two 
seed. 

"We are extremely excited to 
be there and to have the opportunity to 
play Texas, but we are not just content 
on going," Weinberg said. 
"We would love to go to Austin and 
represent the Southland Conference 
well," he added. 

Unfortunately the Lady 
Demons were swept in consecutive 
sets, losing 3-0. Although it did not 
the turn out how the Lady Demons 
hoped, the team managed to get 
NSU volleyball on the national map.

The 2014 recruiting class 
for the Demon baseball team was 
comprised of 11 freshmen and 13 
junior transfers, all of whom were 
mentioned in Baseball America's top 
recruiting classes article. After the 
Demons went 16-40 in 2013, it was a 
clean slate and a new team for second 
year head coach Lane Burroughs and 
his staff. 

Not only did the Demons have 
their best season since 2010, but they 
also set a Southland Conference record 
with 14 more conference wins than 
the past season, finishing with a 33-26 
record. 

Burroughs talked about the 
team's experience at the conference 
tournament. "We hadn't won a post- 
season game since 2006." 

The Demons won two games in 
the Southland Conference tournament 
and knocked out nationally seeded 
Sam Houston State.

Junior 
transfer Chase Daughdrill started 
every game for the Demons and led 
the offense with a .324 batting average 
and 38 runs batted in. Freshmen 
pitcher Adam Oiler was announced as 
a Louisville Slugger Freshman All- 
American and Southland Conference 
Freshmen of the Year. Also attaining 
league recognition was Chase 
Daughdrill for making second team 
All-Conference and Caleb Dugas 
making third team. 

NSU Junior Bret Underwood 
was selected in the 20 th round of 
the Major League Draft by the San 
Francisco Giants. Underwood would 
turn down their offer and return to 



NSU for his senior season. Many 
talented players were on the 2014 
squad and were a force to be reckoned 
with, but their greatest qualities were 
their resiliency, their love for the game 
and for each other. 

"Everybody on this team comes from 
a different background. We all grew up 
different, including the coaches. When 
we get in that locker room, we become 
one family," Burroughs said. 

The Demons have little time 
to reflect on their great season. After 
a semi-final loss to Southeastern 
Louisiana in the conference 
tournament, the Demons said farewell 
to eight seniors, all of whom needed to 
be replaced for the 2015 season.

The Demons ended the 2013 
track season having to say goodbye 
to the legendary Leon Johnson. In 
his time, Johnson coached over 100 
NCAA qualifiers, multiple national 
champions and athletes who ran in the 
Olympics. 

NSU announced the new head 
track and field coach to be alumnus 
Mike Heimerman in August 2013. 
He graduated from NSU in 1998 
with a terrific career as a thrower on 
the track and field team. His career 
topped when he won the shot put at the 
1996 Southland Conference Outdoor 
Championships. Heimerman had a 
total of 18 years with both men's and 
woman's track at NSU. He started as 
a graduate assistant then became an 
assistant coach. Later he served as the 
women's track and field head coach 



for six years. 

The 2014 men's track and 
field season was highlighted by the 
efforts of senior Justin Walker. At 
the Southland Conference Outdoor 
Track and Field Championships in 
May, Walker ran one of the fastest 100 
meters times in the world. His 9.95 
time came with a 2.5 mph tail wind, 
which is legal for rankings and 
qualifying, but over the legal limit 
of 2.0 mph for records. Heimerman 
described his 100 meters time as an 
"incredible feat." 

Walker ended his career a 
three-time All American, holding 
school records in the 100 and 200 
meters. Walker won six titles over his 
career, mostly won this season when 
he swept the indoor and outdoor titles 
for the 100 and 200 meters. According 



to former teammates, Walker is now 
training for a professional track team 
in Florida. 

The men's track and field 
team had a busy offseason, signing 
five new members to their squad. 
These new members include four high 
school athletes and one junior college 
transfer. The signees were brought 
on for their special skills in the triple 
jump, high jump, discus throw and 100 
meter hurdles.

As a 
basketball player, days are long and 
tiring, but at the end of the day, he said 
he always asks his teammates if they 
need help with their homework.

In August, NSU's athletic 
department was awarded a $780,000 
grant for three years from the 
Accelerating Academic Success 
Program, awarded by the NCAA that 
provides crucial support that allows 
NSU to enhance services for their 
student-athletes. 

"We needed that grant. It helped 




us give the students more tutors with a 
larger variety of subjects to cover and 
learn," said Roddy. 

These tutors cover subjects 
ranging from the general areas of math, 
science, and English as well as specific 
areas such as economics, accounting, 
anatomy and physiology, chemistry, 
history, psychology, Spanish, technical 
composition and more. 

Located on the second floor 
of the Johnnie Emmons Academic 
Center, the tutoring center is open from 
Monday until Thursday from 8 a.m. - 9 
p.m. and Friday from 8 a.m. - 5 p.m. 
The center serves as a one-stop shop, as 
most athletes are located in the Athletic 
Fieldhouse once classes are over for the 
day. 

The tutoring center also has 
special programs to help assist the 
students. The Enhanced Academic 
Program is for select students who 
need extra attention. The purpose of 
the program is to help guide student- 
athletes who are in need of additional 
academic support toward successfully 
achieving academic independence. 

Those students who are in 
program are required to maintai 
certain amount of study hours weelcly 
They are required to make sure th 
they arrive promptly and that they meet 
with selected groups. 

The student-athletes worked 
together to achieve a cumulative 2.95 
grade point average on a 4.0 scale during 
the spring 2014 semester. That served as 
an all-time best for the Demons' athletic 
program. With improvements in both 
the Academic Progress Rate and the 
Graduation Success Rate, the athletic 
program is producing knowledgeable 
student-athletes. 

"We are pretty lucky to have 
such smart athletes," said Green. "Not 
only are our coaches recruiting great 
athletes, but they are recruiting students 
who are excelling in the classroom."

The Northwestern Theatre 
and Dance Department is filled with a 
talented and dedicated group of faculty 
and students. Home to approximately 
90 majors and minors, it is one of 
the busiest and most demanding 
departments on campus. Faculty and 
students stay very busy as they pour 
themselves into their craft, both in and 
outside the classroom. 

The theatre department is one 
of the three degree programs within 
the Northwestern State University, 
Mrs. H.D. Dear, Sr. and Alice E. Dear 
School of Creative and Performing 
Arts. The department was named 
Center for Excellence in the Arts for 
the University of Louisiana System. 
It is also one of only 150 programs 
in the United States accredited by the 
National Association of Schools of 
Theatre. 

Each year the department puts 
on four to six productions directed by 
the theatre and dance faculty. Students 
also have the chance to direct second 
season productions, choreograph dance 
concerts and do lighting, sound and set 



design. 

Graduating theatre majors 
receive a bachelor of science degree 
in theatre with a concentration in 
performance and directing, musical 
theatre, stage design, technology or 
dance. 

Commitment, passion, skill 
and well roundedness are among the 
qualities these students must possess in 
order to be successful. The faculty works 
hard to provide these students with the 
knowledge and skill to be prepared to 
enter the professional world of theatre. 
Passion and motivation come from the 
individual and these students are great 
examples of people who embody these 
traits. 

According to Coordinator and 
Director Scott Burrell, one of the most 
important lessons professors teach 
students is to learn to accept rejection. 

"Students will hear 'No thank 
you' more often than not. It is simply 
the nature of the beast," Burrell said. 
Majors must get applied theatre 
hours along with their curriculum 
requirements. It requires them to spend 



time in the various shops learning the 
different skills that are necessary to 
be successful in the theatre business. 
Many professional theatres looKtor 
someone who is efficient in many 
areas. Most actors/actresses build sets, 
make costumes and do backstage work 
as well. 

Students involved in theatre and 
dance become very close because they 
spend so much time together attending 
rehearsals, and classes. 

"I think our unity is the most 
inspiring aspect of the department. We 
fight like brothers and sisters, but we 
love each other so much and it's cool to 
know that no matter what we will never 
give up on each other," Tyler Price, 
senior theatre major said. 

Price was a member of the cast of 
Sweeney Todd, one of the productions 
the department put on during October 
of the fall semester. Many graduates of 
the department have gone on to work 
in professional companies, Broadway 
shows, cruise ships, equity theatres, 
theme parks and graduate programs.

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Northwestern State University 
offers many classes in the Art 
Department, including drawing, 
design, photography, painting and 
jewelry making. 

The photography classes teach 
students the art of photography. The 
first thing students learn is the camera, 
how it works and how it can be used 
to advantage. As the students progress 
into the higher levels of photography, 
they learn to work with film, black 
and white photography and pinhole 
cameras. 

Pinhole cameras are cameras 
that are created with a box, tin cans 
or other household objects. The inside 
of the object must be black; no light 
can get through. A small hole must be 
poked in one end of the 'camera' and 



then photo paper put at the other end. 
When exposed to light, the photo paper 
will ingrain an image on the paper. 
Then, all you have to do is develop the 
photo paper and you will have your 
picture. 

"You will never get it on the 
first try. You will have to take the 
same picture several times in a pinhole 
camera before you get it right," Michael 
Yankowski tells his photography 
students. 

In jewelry making students 
learned how to make a piece of jewelry 
using a method called lost cast waxing. 
Lost cast waxing is a method used 
to duplicate something using a cast. 
Students pour metal into the cast and it 
creates a duplicate of the original. 

In the drawing and painting 



classes, students learn the basics. 
Practicing on a daily basis improves 
their skills. These classes are designed to 
allow students to have self-expression. 

"When you finish one 
assignment, two more will pop up in 
its place. You have to be dedicated to 
these classes if you want to succeed," 
Matthew Stevenson said. "You will 
learn how to draw everything from 
faces - to flowers - to a river." 

The design classes are meant to 
teach students the art of composition. 
Students learn different art techniques 
and methods to create the same image. 
Students learn to place things on the 
page so that it catches the eye. 
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The music department's 
presence on campus is defined not 
only by the sheer number of students 
in the program, but more importantly 
by the dedication, long hours and 
professionalism that the students and 
professors maintain. NSU's music 
program provides many performance 
opportunities in both vocal and 
instrumental ensembles. This includes: 
chamber choir, orchestra, wind 
ensembles, jazz band and marching 
band. These prestigious performance 
groups have a reputation that they never 
cease to uphold in the community and 
statewide. Prospective students flock to 
join this program because it truly is one 
of the best. 

Renee Bennett is a fourth year 
member of the Spirit of Northwestern 
marching band. Since her freshman 
year, SON has allowed her the 
opportunities to perform at LSU's 
stadium as well as marching band 
competitions and exhibitions. This 
spring, the band traveled to Dublin, 
Ireland, to perform in the St. Patrick's 
Day Parade. 



Bennett is a music education 
major and feels that the opportunities 
she has been given as a member of the 
band have been valuable in developing 
skills she will use in her chosen field. 

"Each year, during our annual 
marching competition that we host for 
high school bands, I have been able 
to talk to band directors and discuss 
techniques that they use and how I can 
apply them when I become a teacher," 
Bennett said. 

Beau Voinche is a member of 
the marching band and chamber choir. 
Chamber choir attends rehearsals 
Monday through Thursday, but more 
often than not, director Dr. Burt Allen 
keeps them past the scheduled rehearsal 
time because everyone is so focused 
that they lose track of time. 

"Rehearsals are pretty hardcore. 
On the first day of class we started sight 
reading pieces for the first concert," 
Voinche said. 

The chamber choir puts on 
several concerts during the year 
including "Lessons and Carols," a 
Christmas concert held in Natchitoches'

In the 1970's, the want and 
need for expansion of the Natchitoches 
campus rose. Soon talk was to start an 
"outreach" program. When Leesville/ 
Fort Polk heard about this idea, they 
donated a 160-acre tract of land to 
Northwestern State University in 1974. 

By the summer of 1976, the first 
classroom-administration building was 
erected. President Arnold Kilpatrick 
declared that the traditional university 
campus, "is no longer capable of 
meeting the unique challenges of today," 
and that, "educators at Northwestern 
respond to the challenge to go where the 
people are." From there on out, change 
was coming and civilians and military 
families both embraced this easier way 
to go to college without having to drive 
an hour or longer to school.

DR. KATHLEEN

As students walk in the front 
door of the administration building, a 
look to the left will show a door with 
collages of different things. Reading 
the name on the wall, students can see 
the name of is professor of American 
History Dr. Kathleen Smith. 

Smith has been working for 
Northwestern State University for 29 
years. She started off working at the 
Natchitoches main campus for 1 1 years. 
However, 18 years ago she decided 
to begin teaching American history 
classes at Leesville/Fort Polk because 
of the number of military students who 
wanted to major in history. She knew 
that working at the Leesville campus 
would be beneficial for these students. 

Today, Smith teaches a range of 
American history classes. She teaches 
the core and basic histories that every 



student needs to graduate. She also 
teaches a new upper level class every 
semester, allowing her students to 
have a constant upper level for those 
majoring in general studies with a 
concentration in social science and 
history. 

Smith is the 2014 recipient 
of the Larry Monk Award, given to 
a professor yearly, which she was 
presented with at the football game on 
Nov. 1 . Smith has also been awarded the 
Clyde Bostick Endowed Professorship. 
In the summer of 2014, she went to 
London and submitted a paper on the 
First World War at the University of 
London. 

With such a busy summer, it 
must be difficult to try to plan ahead 
for future successes. Smith is actually 
working on her next book on American 



music and propaganda in the First 
World War. 

"This campus has a great family 
atmosphere," stated Smith. "Everyone 
really cares and takes care of each other. 
And the classes are of a size where you 
really get to know the students in your 
class," Smith said. 

When asked her favorite 
memory of working as a professor, she 
looked to her board on the wall and 
replied that the smiling faces of her 
former students with their diplomas 
are her most cherished memory. She 
always makes sure to get a picture 
of her students after the graduation 
ceremony at the main campus.

Hamlin engaged 
the crowd with stories of the student's 
journey through nursing school, such 
as the warning given by the faculty 
the first day of class, telling them they 
should avoid having a baby or getting 
married while they were in clinical. She 
encouraged her class to remember two 
things when interacting with individu- 
als, "Yes I am a nurse, and no, I do not 
want to look at it." 

After a brief slide show chron- 



icling the students' journey through 
nursing school, Judy Kreideweis was 
invited to explain the significance of 
the nursing pin. The nursing pin sym- 
bolizes the start of a new adventure and 
journey as a registered nurse once stu- 
dents pass their NCLEX. 

Harrell, along with fellow fac- 
ulty member Leah Pearce, presented 
the pins to the students. The students 
then received their lamps and recited 
the Nightingale pledge led by faculty 
member Stephen Peters. 

To close the ceremony, 
instructors made their final remarks 
challenging the students to learn 
something new every day, month and 
year. They also encouraged the students 
to make nursing a lifelong learning 
process.

There are many full-time 
and adjunct faculty members who 
spend countless hours working to 
provide students with the best learning 
opportunities possible. 

The coordinator of the nursing 
program is Carolyn Hartt, who has 
been involved with the CENLA nursing 
program since the program's opening. 

The faculty and staff at the 
medical arts building would not be able 



to stay organized if it weren't for the 
help of their administrative coordinator, 
Gwen Cope. 

Cope works to keep the faculty 
and students up to date on any and 
all information, whether it may be 
computer lab closures or documents 
for the nursing or radiologic science 
departments. 

Other faculty and staff who 
work on the CENLA campus include 
Dr. Ruth Weinzettle, coordinator of the 
social work program. She can be seen 
in her office during the week advising 
current and potential students. 

Dr. Wade Tyler, the department 
head for the social work program, 
can also be seen on campus and 
often delivers campus mail to the 
Natchitoches main campus.

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Why do you race? Many 
individuals, including students at 
Northwestern State University's 
CENLA campus, raced for their 
loved ones who had passed, while 
other participants and students raced 
in celebration of the life and survival 
of their friends and family. 

Cancer affects many people 
from all over the world. Regardless 
of gender, financial status or job 
status, countless people are affected 
daily by breast cancer. Whether you 
are the one with the cancer diagnosis 
or a family member of someone who 
has been diagnosed, the emotional 
strain and burdens can be enormous. 

According to the Susan G 
Komen website, there will be over 
230,000 new cases of invasive 
breast cancer and 20,000 cases 
breast cancer in 2014 alone. Susan G 
Komen has invested more than $2.5 
billion in groundbreaking research, 
community health outreach, 
advocacy and programs in more than 
30 countries. They donate about 20 
percent of their profit yearly to fund 
breast cancer research and help 
countless individuals every year. 

Another important reason 
individuals and students raced was 
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for a better tomorrow; a tomorrow 
where treatment is no longer a game 
of luck and those affected by breast 
cancer can be cancer free. 

The Susan G Komen 
foundation is broken up into chapters 
over the country. The Acadiana 
chapter serves central Louisiana 
and eight other parishes. According 
to the Susan G Komen Acadiana 
website, the chapter was founded 
in 1999 and has invested over $3.2 
million in the fight against breast 
cancer. About 75 percent of the 
funds raised benefit local residents. 
Over the $2.4 million raised thus far 
has been invested in the Acadiana 
and Central Louisiana communities. 

The students on the 
Alexandria campus pride themselves 
on their involvement and giving back 
to the community. The radiology 
and nursing students joined together 
with the help of their instructors to 
fight against breast cancer. They 
arrived at 7:30 a.m. on Oct. 11 at 
the Rapides Regional Medical Arts 
Building prepared to walk or run 
for the cure. To get in the spirit of 
walking or running for the cure, 
students bought and wore custom- 
designed lime green shirts. The 



message on the shirts was simple: 
"Nursing and Rad Sci unite in the 
fight against breast cancer." Many 
of the students sported other items 
such as tutus, colored shoes and 
ribbons, while other students had 
painted faces and colorful jewelry. 

Not only did the students 
participate in Race for the Cure, but 
many brought along their friends 
and family. One student brought her 
infant in pink to show support for 
breast cancer. 

Events like this are what 
great memories are made of and the 
amount of people who dedicated 
their time to walk or run was 
numerous. With all of these factors 
combined, the race turned out to be 
a happy time that supported a great 
cause.

CHILD AND 
FAMILY NETWORK 



The Northwestern State 
University Child and Family Network is 
a part of the Department of Family and 
Consumer Sciences. The main office 
is located on the Shreveport campus 
with satellite offices on the Alexandria 
and Natchitoches campuses. The Child 
and Family Network started in 1999 
in Shreveport. After a year of service 
in Shreveport the network expanded 
their efforts to the satellite offices in 
Alexandria and Natchitoches. Since its 
initial opening, the Child and Family 
Network has grown to 22 full-time 
employees and several individuals they 
employ for training and other services. 
Most people have never heard of the 
Child and Family Network and if they 
have, most of them don't understand all 
their job entails. According to Executive 
Director Nancy Alexander, the Child 
and Family Network has a variety 
of jobs. One aspect of the network is 
dedicated to training employees. They 
teach individuals to work in places like 
head-start centers, childcare centers 
and public schools or those involved 
with direct childcare through a variety 
of workshops, which are required for 
licensing. 

The Child and Family Network 
also encourages their students to obtain 
their Child Development Associate. 
The CD A is a 120-hour comprehensive 
program of classes and workshops that 
prepares individuals to test for national 
certification. 

Another job the Child and 
Family Network assists with is 
helping parents locate childcare 
services. They do this by maintaining 
a database of information about each 
childcare provider registered with their 
department. The information they keep 
includes whether these facilities offer 
special services, the childcare site or 



if meals are provided for children. 
The Child and Family Network also 
has information for at-home child care 
centers. 

The Child and Family 
Network does not regulate childcare 
facilities, but they assist individuals 
in understanding rules and regulations 
related to childcare. This allows 
childcare providers to further their goals 
and ambitions. The Child and Family 
Network staff assists individuals by 
visiting childcare centers and registered 
homes to answer questions and clear up 
confusion in regards to issues like room 
arrangement or the purchase of new 
equipment. Essentially, they become a 
mentor to the students to help them feel 
confident and prepared to work with 
young children. Another thing they 
facilitate is the Louisiana Pathways 
Childcare Career Development system. 
This program is to ensure those in 
childcare have adequate licensure 
for tax credit from the Department 
of Revenue. This program helps the 
childcare individuals improve and 
expand their career with information on 
what they need to do to remain current 
in their licensure. When it is time to 
take another class, the individuals get 
a letter from the pathways that tells 
them what to do and who they need to 
contact. 

There is also a statewide 
scholarship initiative. Last year alone, 
the state of Louisiana gave $340,000 
in tuition assistance to various colleges

that offer early childhood courses across 
the state. This is an incentive to many 
people because often those in childcare 
do not make a high salary and without 
this assistance, they may not be able to 
afford classes or further certification. 

The Child and Family Network 
has a very important responsibility to 
maintain. Without the tireless work and 
effort of the department staff, things 
would not run smoothly. They would 
not be as successful as they have been. 
The staff goes above and beyond the 
call of duty to help and teach childcare 
workers. They teach a variety of 
topics within their workshops related 
to teaching children and organizing 
childcare centers or other health topics, 
such as shaken baby syndrome or what 
to do in the event lead of poisoning. 
Because the Child and Family 
Network realizes childcare workers are 
helping to care for and teach the next 
generation, they want the children to 
be knowledgeable so that they could 
change the world and be successful. 

The Child and Family Network 
and its staff touch the lives of individuals 
throughout the state. They work to 
assist these individuals in regards to 
any concerns or issues they may have. 
The Child and Family Network is the 
unsung hero of childcare, working to 
make it better a little at a time.

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Evgeniya Ellender, also known 
as Jane, is an online student from 
Belarus. Talking to Ellender, one can 
hear her distinct Russian accent, and 
with her accent, she put into perspective 
how she maintains her daily routine 
while also being a wife and student. 

While taking online classes, 
Ellender discovered early on that being 
an online student requires a tremendous 
amount of discipline. "It is the most 
important thing," she said. 

She works Monday through 
Friday, from 7:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., 
and she has dedicated herself to not 
only full-time employment, but also 
full-time course work. In doing so, she 
recognizes the importance in being able 
to take opportunities to fit studying into 
her daily routine. 

Ellender sometimes takes study 
breaks between 12 and 1 while she is at 
work instead of taking lunch. She said 
these breaks are important, but she does 
not force herself to study during these 
times, as she has other times dedicated 
to her studies. Ellender begins her 
study routine once she arrives home 
after work. She gives herself about an 
hour break before cracking open the 
books and diving into her school work. 
She said this is typically her Monday 
through Friday every week, however, 
she finds the weekends the best time to 
study because she typically has a full 
day to herself. She is able to focus on 
her subjects during the weekend more 
in-depth without any distractions or 
any other obligations. 

Since working full-time and 
taking online classes full-time, Ellender 
has learned to sympathize with students 
who have children and work full-time 
while attending school full-time. 



"I can't imagine having children 
as well as working and taking classes. 
It's hard enough to work and take 
classes," Ellender said. 

Ellender 's husband has been a 
huge support for her since starting her 
education with Northwerstern State, 
and though she is Belarusian, her 
husband is American. Ellender and her 
husband inspire one another because 
they are both in school. He spends 
Monday through Wednesday in school 
for his online MBA, so his schedule 
is very hectic as well. The couple 
met about seven years ago at another 
institution, but stopped taking courses 
a few years down the road. After they 
were married, they decided to go back 
to school. Ellender said it was the best 
decision they could have made. And 
while she and her husband have some 
cultural differences, the differences 
never interfered with their relationship 
or studying strategies. Because English 
is not her first language sometimes 
it takes her a little longer than her 
husband to get the subjects. 

Ellender currently works for 
a financial advising company, which 
put her in the most opportune position 
for her educational goal. As a business 
major, she plans to continue working 
with the organization and eventually 
aims to become a certified financial 
planner. If Ellender weren't in school 
she wouldn't be able to work in her 
current position. Her current studies 
help out quite a bit with her career 
goals. The classes help her to meet the 
requirements of her position and help 
her to become competitive in the field. 
Because her classes are directly related 
to what she is doing at work, she benefits 
from the courses immediately by being 



able to apply practice and theory. 

As her expected graduation 
date of May 2015 quickly approaches, 
Ellender has found that her classes are 
getting harder, so she is not able to do 
as much with her social life as in the 
past. When she gets offers to participate 
in social events, she says no more often 
than yes, but she does make time for 
herself as she sees fit. 

Always at the forefront of 
Ellender's mind is she and her family's 
future. She and her husband made up 
their minds that they would set up a 
solid financial system for themselves. 
She and her husband have learned 
the ways of the world and understand 
the need to have financial security. 
Once they have gotten their education 
and goals out of the way, they plan to 
start a family. One of Ellender's main 
motivations is that she is able to show 
her parents that she was able to follow 
in their footsteps in the example that 
they set for her growing up as a child. 

"I know my parents will be

Ellender said.

With her new role as mother, 
wife and student, Cozy has made online 
classes work for her. She realizes how 
important it is to stay in touch with her 
fellow nursing majors and friends who 
are already nurses. Cozy proactively 
communicates with these individuals 
so she can get an inside perspective of 
how work will potentially be for her. 



In addition, she takes classes that are 
specific to teaching her how to apply 
her knowledge in a hospital setting. 

Cozy's experience in the 
delivery of her own daughter has had 
a very deep impact on her choice. 
She described with excitement and 
influence how she wants to be a labor 
and delivery nurse, thus going about her 
education purposefully to ensure she 
obtains what she wants in her career.

Each year, Northwestern 
State University's Greek Life holds 
recruitment in an attempt to attract new 
members to join a sorority or fraternity.

PanHellenic Council (CPC) held 
a formal recruitment, while the 
InterFraternity Council (IFC) held 
a semi-formal recruitment, which is 
more lax than formal recruitment and 
varies in procedure.

The Interfraternity Council 
members, who are Kappa Alpha Order, 
Kappa Sigma, Pi Kappa Pi, Pi Kappa 
Alpha, Sigma Nu, Tau Kappa Epsilon 
and Theta Chi, held a two-week long 
semi-formal recruitment, starting the 
first day of the fall semester. Potential 
new members had the option to attend 
certain events each fraternity organized 
to meet chapter members, as well as the 
Welcome Week activities the university 
held for new students where the 
fraternity men engaged the young men. 
At the end of the two-week period, bids 
were handed out to the young men who 
had participated. The fraternities hold 
bid day celebrations where Greek and 
non-Greek students attended 

The National Pan-Hellenic 
Council, Inc. hosts several Greek 
organizations on NSU's campus, which 
are Alpha Phi Alpha, Alpha Kappa 
Alpha, Omega Psi Phi, Delta Sigma 
Theta, Zeta Phi Beta and Sigma Gamma 
Rho. Their process for recruiting new 
members is different than CPC or IFC. 



Similar to open houses hosted by IFC 
and CPC chapters, the majority of 
the NHPC groups on campus hosted 
informationals to allow students 
who are interested to see what the 
organization is about. When students 
come to the informationals, they must 
dress is business attire and bring their 
transcript. NPHC informationals are 
usually held in spring, unlike CPC and 
IFC, which hold recruitment once every 
semester. However, unlike CPC and 
IFC where new members can announce 
their joining of the organization upon 
receiving a bid, NPHC members keep it 
a tight- guarded secret until their probate 
when new members are announced to 
the public during a performance, like a 
step-show. 

Recruitment held by the 
Greek organizations on campus offers 
students an experience like no other 
during college. Although different for 
each organization, recruitment offers 
new students a chance at joining a 
sisterhood or brotherhood not just for 
four years, but for life.

The SON showed their love 
for NSU and Natchitoches in their third 
show, for Natchitoches' tricentennial, 
in which they performed music from 
Steel Magnolias. 






The Northwestern State 
University Demon Heat color guard 
brings color and flair to the football 
field with flags, sabers, rifles and 
intricate choreography. To be a member 
of color guard means you must be able 
to multi-task. Members have to march, 
count, perform routines and stay in 
step, while remembering to put on their 
best performance smile. 

The Demon Heat color guard 
demands attention during halftime 
of football games. From the moment 
they step on the field and fly their 
flags at right shoulder, the crowd is in 
awe and remains seated to watch an 
entertaining and spectacular halftime 
show. Although the performances are 
fantastic, the practices are what are 
even more interesting. The color guard 
begins their season with an intense 
audition process. Once members are 



chosen, practices begin. The guard 
spends hours under the hot Louisiana 
sun learning their coordinates, 
practicing their marching and perfecting 
their routines.

Even though 
marching season ends, color guard 
continues. The color guard moves on 
to a competition phase known as winter 
guard.

Color guard is not just fun and 
games. Rigorous practices, stretches 
and choreography keep the Demon 
Heat color guard looking clean, sharp 
and precise. Make up and hairspray are 
a necessity for color guard to keep their 
look fresh. Innovative choreography, 
spins and tosses keep the crowd in their 
seats at half time and demand attention. 
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Argus is an annual art and 
literary magazine that showcases talent 
in four categories: art, poetry, creative 
non-fiction and fiction writing. It is the 
primary publication of NSU's creative 
talents written, edited and produced all 
by students. A panel of judges awards 
cash prizes to the first, second and 
third place winners in each category. 
This year's theme was "Facing Rain." 
First year Editor Olivia Hadams along 
with the Argus staff worked together to 
decide the theme. Hadams explained 
that the idea was to express the different 
contexts that people associate with rain. 

"Rain is viewed by some as 
purifying and cleansing while others 
view it as dreary and sad. For me, the 
idea was to capture those different 
connotations and relate it to how we 
face the good and bad that comes with 
life," Hadams said. 

Argus is an award winning 
publication that has capturedrecognition 
from the Associated Collegiate Press 
"Best of Show-Literary Magazine" 
competition and a "Best of the South" 
award for college magazines from the 
Southeastern Journalism Conference. 
For the last two years, the editor, along 
with a few of the staff members, attended 
the annual Association of Writers and 
Writing Programs Conference where 
they attended panels on editing, design, 
journal writing and more. 

Hadams is a senior biology 
major. She is also the secretary of 
Brainy Acts Poetry Society. Her 
passion for helping people as well 
as for writing is what drew her to the 
position. NSU students from any major 
are encouraged to submit work. One of 
the goals the staff looks to accomplish 
with each issue is to give students a 
chance to be noticed through their work 
and to allow it to influence others. 

"By showing this kind of raw 
emotion and vulnerability, I would 
hope that after reading, people can 
experience a growth and discovery of 
themselves," Hadams said. 

Submissions for Argus are 
accepted until the end of November 
and the book is released in the spring 
semester. 




The yearbook's job is capturing 
the spirit of a single year, condensing 
all the excitement, disappointment, 
monotony and triumph of the year 
into a few hundred pages. Members of 
the Potpourri staff don't take that job 
lightly. 

Everyone has cracked open an 
old yearbook and gawked at trends of 
the past, marveling at how much has 
changed and how much has stayed the 
same. The yearbook is more than a 
novelty, however, for those who appear 
in its pages. It marks down in history 
that they were here, that they sat in 
Turpin Stadium, that they walked down 
Front Street and watched as the town lit 
at Christmas. 




"The whole year is preserved in 
this one book," Potpourri Editor Jordan 
Smith, a senior liberal arts major and 
mass communication major, said. 
"Students 40 years from now are going 
to look back and see all the things that 
they did." 

Smith started as a staff writer 
for the Potpourri last year and found 
herself applying for editor in the 
spring. She said that being a part of the 
yearbook has opened her up to writing 
as both a future career and a hobby. 
Stepping up as editor this year has 
also given her a glimpse at the many 
different aspects of the yearbook, from 
writing and photography to design and 
production. Smith said she spends most 
of her time checking in on the staff and 
making sure pages are ready for each of 
the yearbook's deadlines. 

A new responsibility was also 
added to the editor's job description 
in 2014. After the yearbook hired 
off-campus staff members in the fall 
semester, Smith spent a lot of her time 
keeping up with them through email. 
Smith said she wanted to better represent 
the university's satellite campuses and 
online community by hiring students in 
those outlets instead of attempting to 
cover them from Natchitoches. 

Smith brought the Potpourri 
Professor of the Year competition 
back as well. Students nominated their 
favorite professors and voted on a 
winner. 

Senior writer and photographer 
Chelsea Taylor, a mass communication 
major and photography minor, said her 
experience on the yearbook staff has 
shown her more about herself. 
"It has definitely made me better at 
managing my time, because now I have 
to balance more," Taylor said. 

The Potpourri staff makes 
memories of their own in the process of 
recording the memories of the student 
body. Being on the yearbook is, for them, 
both a great responsibility and a great 
privilege, and they work consistently to 
bring students a yearbook they can all 
be proud of. 
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KNWD Radio is an on-campus 
radio station that plays music of all 
genres, allows students to report 
campus-wide news, promote on and off 
campus events and gives students on 
the staff first-hand experience of what 
it is like to run a radio show. The radio 
station is led by Advisor Arthur Dew 
and senior General Manager Daniel 
Thiels. 

A typical day in the life of a 
KNWD radio host is not an easy one. 
Matthew Lingle describes his days as 
"hectic and stressful, but completely 
worth it." Lingle co-hosts "News at 
Noon," on 91.7 The Demon. Every 
Tuesday and Thursday at noon, he, 
along with his two co-hosts, share the 
latest news, weather and sports updates 
on air with the student body. He begins 
his week by gathering events that will 
take place on campus during the week 
to come. He then comprises the news 
into brief segments that he shares with 
the student body. His show begins 
with a look at sports. Comprised of 
LSU, Saints and NSU football, the 



student body is updated on scores, star 
players from the games and key plays, 
along with opinions about the teams. 
A break is taken to play a few songs, 
then Lingle comes on air to talk to the 
students about what events are taking 
place around campus that week. Then, 
a brief weather forecast is given. 

Lingle brings guests in 
as often as possible from student 
organizations. The guests talk about 
their organizations, how other students 
can get involved and who to contact to 
get involved. He says it is a great way 
to promote student activities and inform 
students on how they can get involved 
and stay active on campus. 

"Featuring student organizations 
on The Demon has helped a lot of 
campus organizations grow," he said. 
"The students seem to respond well to 
our guests and to our show as a whole." 

Along with radio shows, the 
staff at KNWD promotes their station 
through social media. Their website, 
www.knwdradio.org, streams all of 
their radio shows live. It also allows 



them to stream the NSU Symphony 
Band concerts live. This gives teachers, 
students and families that cannot attend 
the concerts the opportunity to listen to 
the concerts live. The radio station also 
has an active Facebook page, 
www.facebook.com/KNWDnsu., where 
students can stay updated on all the 
news that KNWD offers. 

After graduating from NSU, 
Lingle hopes to use his experience 
from KNWD The Demon to eventually 
launch his own radio show. "The 
experience has helped me so much, and 
I know that in the long run, it will benefit 
me. I am hoping that my experience at 
91.7 KNWD The Demon will show 
radio stations that I am hardworking, 
committed and talented," Lingle said. 

KNWD has a growing staff 
each semester as well as a growing 
audience. With each group of new 
students, comes a fresh set of listeners 
as well as potential staff members. The 
station is looking forward to the staff 
and student interest growing. 



Celebrating the 100 th 
anniversary of anything is exciting, 
but for one staff this anniversary 
meant more than just another year. 
Northwestern State University has a 
long-standing tradition of providing 
factual and accurate information 
through the student run newspaper, 
The Current Sauce. This year's volume 
of The Current Sauce, or The Sauce 
as it is more commonly referred to, 
celebrated 100 years of excellence 
through delivering the news to the NSU 
campus. 

The Sauce employs editors, 
photographers and columnists to cover 
all of the latest news and events around 
campus. The newspaper is written, 
edited, published and delivered all in 
a week's span. The finished product 
would not be possible without the hard 
work and dedication of the editors for 
this year's staff. 

The Current Sauce started in 



1914 as a biweekly tabloid newsletter 
for Contemporary Life Club. The paper 
has always covered the current buzz 
or news feed around Northwestern's 
campus and a 1915 gossip column, 
whose title read, " What's the latest 
sauce" became the favorable title of the 
newspaper. 

After changes to the paper and 
the set-up, the newspaper began adding 
sports columns, opinions and movie 
reviews, but always covered the latest 
news, no matter what the subject matter. 
The topics varied in style, but could 
always be counted on for their facts and 
accuracy. The paper covered everything 
from the feminist movement in 1915 to 
life in Natchitoches while World War II 
was in full swing in Europe.

Celebration for current and past sauce 
members. The celebration was attended 
by former staff members and was 



enjoyed by those currently on the NSU 
campus. The celebrations served as an 
occasion of fun and remembrance of 
where the paper has been and where the 
paper is going.

Adam Patrick, junior 
criminal justice major, is 
not only a full time student, 
but also a sergeant with the 
Natchitoches Parish Sheriff's 
Office in the Corrections 
Division. 

Patrick has managed 
to keep up with his 
schooling while working 
from 5 p.m. to 5 a.m. during 
the week. Not only does 
Patrick balance school and 
work, he also finds time to 
be the grand treasurer for 
the Kappa Sigma Fraternity 
at NSU, the secretary/ 
treasurer for the Inter- 
Fraternal Counsel at NSU, 
the sergeant at arms for the 
Criminal Justice club, and a 
DJ for NSU's radio station 
KNWD The Demon. 

When asked to describe 
a typical day on the job, Patrick 
explained excitedly, "We count the 
inmates four times per shift to ensure 
that all inmates are accounted for. 
When my shift officers arrive, I assign 
them to an area, which contains four 
dorms of inmates, which they must 
patrol during their shift. Being a shift 
sergeant, I periodically patrol those 
areas as well to ensure that my officers 
are patrolling sufficiently and to assist 
them with their duties," Patrick said. 
"I primarily work in the booking area. 
In booking, I enter information about 
people when they are arrested and 
take their fingerprints for our AFIS 
system. The AFIS computer sends my 
entries to the FBI for their records. 
The majority of my job is maintaining 
the security of the facility. This can 
mean diffusing conflicts, searching for 
contraband, monitoring inmate activity 
or monitoring my officers activity." 

Patrick explained that he loved 




almost all aspects of his job, but his 
favorite part of his job, however, is 
preforming a "shakedown." 

"During a shakedown, I 
will order all inmates to sit on their 
bunks. Then my officers and I will 
individually search each inmate for 
anything on his person. Once each 
inmate has been searched, we search 
their footlockers and the area around 
their bunk for any contraband. Once 
all of the inmates' property has been 
searched, we search the common areas 
of the dorm," said Patrick. "Common 
areas are under tables, under the sinks 
in the bathroom area, and any other 
location that we think an inmate could 
hide something. Contraband can range 
from an extra blanket to marijuana, 
a cell phone, homemade tattoo guns 
or sharp homemade weapons called 
shanks." 

Although Patrick loves his job, 
he explained that the reason he took 
the job was to be able to accomplish 



finishing college without having to 
take out student loans. 

"It did not take long for 
me to begin liking my job, and I 
do have a passion for corrections," 
Patrick said. "I want to be involved 
in the criminal justice system in a 
different manner. I want to attend 
law school and eventually become a 
prosecuting attorney." 

With being a full time 
student and a correctional officer, 
there's no questioning that Adam 
Patrick is definitely not an ordinary 
student at NSU.
